Originally the property of Col. Samue 
Young, the grandfather of both Mrs. Clem- 
ent and Mrs. Ehninger. Col. Young was 
three times speaker of the New York State 
Assembly, four times State Senator, and in 
1842 the candidate of the Democratic party 
for Governor of the State. His country- 
place was “Rose Garden,” a few miles south 
of the village of Ballston Spa. This side- 
board and boxes were bought by Col. Young 
from a man of the name of Ball, a grandson 
of the founder of Balltown, which is now 
Ballston Spa. The original Ball was a rela- 
tive of George Washington and Washington 
visited at the Ball residence frequently. 
Washington and Ball brought their dining- 
room furniture from England at the same 
time and this sideboard and knife boxes are 
mates to the sideboard and knife boxes now 
in the Washington home at Mount Vernon. 
It is now only on rare occasions that a 
Hepplewhite sideboard is offered for sale 
along with the Hepplewhite sideboard boxes.
